In early October 1951 hesdquarters o° the 21 Army was at Linhal (121-07, 
3053), Elements of the 62 Division, 21 Army, had arrived at Huangyen 
(121-15, 28-1}, on 9 Octover a regiment of the 63 Division stationed 
in Huangyen left for the north. 


On 16 October an artillery unit end elements of the 63 Division arrived 

in Wenchou. An organized motor junk battalion with 23 junks, recently 
attachec. to the 63 Division, was stationed in the Chihmen (4% P| )-Wenchou 
area. 


In mid-October elements of the 62 Division were near the mouth of the 
Chtieo River. According te some of these troops, they were soon to le ave 
for the north via Huangyon. 


In early October elements of the 310 Regiment, 10), Division, were in the 
Luch'iaochen ( % RB) area of the Chekiang coast. On 10 October one 
battalion cf this division arrived at Wenling (121-21, 28-23). 


In mid-October headquarters of the 105 Division was et Hungch'iao (121-02, 
28-15). On 15 October a company of troops of an unidentified unit moved 
from Loch"ing (120-57, 76-08) to Chtumen, where a batbialion of the 315 
Regiment, 105 Division, was already stationed. 


In mid-October a reginent of the 103 Division in the Venchou area was 
preparing to move north. 


In mid-October battelions of the 313 Regiment, 105 Division, were disposed 
as follows: The 1 Uattalion on Langchisham Island (121- , 28—- ); the 

2 Batizlion on Chinch'ing (& ¥§ otwith headquarters of this battalion 
in the Leo Te Sheng (% 4: 4 ) Drug Store, and its machine gun unit in 
the Catholic church; the 3 Battalion in the Wenling area. 
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On 15 October, ),000 well-equipped Chinese Communist troops arrived in 
the Haimen (121-25, 28-3) area. Most of these troops were natives of 
North China, 


In mid-Octobar Chinese Communist troop movements were f nt in the 
coastal area opposite Nationalist~held P'ishan (121-30, 28-05). According 
te troops in this coastal area, the Chinese Communists were scon to attack 
Piishan. 


In mid-October units of the 27 Army withdram from Korea were in the 
Choushan Islands, where they were being reorganized and obtaining replace- 
nents. 


On 20 October an artillery wit of the 35 Army arrived at Wenchow. 


In Late October KUO Ch'eng-ming (3%) A 3) was commander of a regiment of 
the 108 Division with headquarters in the Loch'ting area. One battelion of 
this regiment was in the Chtumen (121-17, 28-15) area. One company of 
smother battalion of the same regiment was in the Huangyen (121-15, 28-11)

About 20 October Chinese Communist troops set up three artillery positions 
and an observation post at Fengshan (j#, J, ), in the Haimen (121-25, 28-3) 
aPe ao 


In Late October a garrison battalion of the 35 Army end an artillery company 
of the 312 Regiment, 105 Division, * were in the Sungmen (121-36, 28-22) 
atea, Fifty motor junks wore in this area. 


In Late October units of the 62 Division, 21 Army, were in the Hsiangshen 
(121-51, 29-29) and Sammenwan (121- , 29~ ) areas. 


On. 20 October, at a military conference in Wenchou called by HSIA Yun—fei 

{ Y gh), commander of the Chekiang 5 Military District, and attended 

by high-ranking officers of that command, a plan was drawn up for the 
suppression of Nationalist guerrillas on the islands off the Chekiang coast. 
Shortly after the conference, this plan was submitted to the Chekiang 
Military District Command for approval. 


On ik October fifty wounded Chinese Communist soldiers arrived in Wenchou 
from an area southwest of Venchou. It was rumored that these soldiers were 
wounded by Nationalist guerrillas. 


In mid-October, 30 Chinese Communist motor junks and 200 ordinary junks were 
at the mouth of the Ch'iao River, near Haimen. 


At a conference convened on 15 October at Sungmen by Chekiang authorities 

md attended by representatives of fishermen of the Ch'umen-Sungmen-Shiht' amg 
(121-36, 28-17) area, the following was announced: 11 800 fishing vessels 
in the Ch'unen-Sungmen-Shiht' ang area requiring repairs were to be repaired 
by 22 October, when they will be organized into battalions, companies and 
platoons, and essembled in the Shiht'ang area to await the orders of Chekiang 
authorities. 


About 20 October, Chekiang military authorities issued 5 rifles to each fish~ 
ing vessel in the Ch'umen-Sungmen-Shiht' eng area, and purchased in the Haimen 
area ,000 bags of flour, which were to be used for rations for fishermen of 
these vessels. 


About 20 October, 600 fishing boats in the Haimen-Chiachih {121--23, 28-42) 


area were waiting for the orrival of Chinese Commmist motor junks which were 
to accompany them north on a fishing trip. 
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About 2h October, 50 Chinese Commmist motor junks and 100 fishing junks 
were at Haimen, each with 5 rifles and 50 rounds of ammunition.

On 22 October a battalion of the Shenghal Public Security General Unit 
arrived in Chengchou (117-42, 2-32) from Lungyen (117-02, 25-07). This 
battalion, under the command of MA Chih~yang (ij) 3. di ) and comprising 
600 troops, was billeted in the Catholic and Protestant churches in the 
Chinmen (yf | )~Changchou area. 


In mid-October headquarters of the 10 Army Group was at Nant’ai (119-18, 
26-0h). Forty tanks of the 12 Tank Regiment, 10 Army Group, were algo at 
Nant’ ai. 

Around estly September 311 small coastal guns emplaced near the Amoy Harbor 
Lighthouse opposite Tatantac (%. fa ka ), Were replaced by heavy coastal 
guns. Heavy coastal guns were known also to be in the Meihua (1219-0, 


26-00), Ch angmen (119-33, 26-09), Tazo (% i), Hetaocheng (4. 3% ), 
Chenhai (118-05, 2)-16) and Huangeh!4 eae 27-06) areas.
